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Notice To Taxpayers 


IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following require- 
ments and comply with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notification in some public place in Town, or 
shall notify them in such other ways as the Town at 
its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors 
or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemptions should file 
application and documentary proof of entitlement on 
or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpay- 
ers file with the assessors the list referred to above as 
a revaluation of all taxable property is now in process. 
If the taxpayer does not file the requested list, he looses 
his right to any appeal from the assessed values based 
on the revaluation figures.

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Selectmen's Comments 
February 4, 1966 
To the citizens of Bremen: 


Opening with the business left over from last year’s 
report, the selectmen note that the ownership of Hungry 
Island appears to have been claimed by the State of 
Maine. It is recommended that a bill be presented to 
the legislature requesting that Bremen’s longstanding 
claim be honored and that this Island be returned to 
the jurisdiction of the Town boundaries. 


Your selectmen are happy to report that the Town’s 
Revaluation program has been completed for all prac- 
tical purposes. Property maps and photographs are 
complete and have been filed in the Selectmen’s office. 
Revaluation cards with descriptions of property and 
the assessments are 98 per cent complete and on file in 
the office. Cole, Layer, Trumble Co. have agreed to re- 
turn this spring and complete two or three outstanding 
cases which need more attention. | ; 


The town now has property maps, photographs, and 
property descriptions which will be of great assistance 
to the assessors this coming year and in future years if 
they are kept up to date. 


Your selectmen report that the new plan of dis- 
continuing personal property and making assessments 
against real property and stock in trade has worked 
well. This procedure has eliminated the number of 
taxes outstanding and saved the tax collector a lot of 
unnecessary work. 
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Your selectmen have made a special effort to recon- 
dition and complete the construction of Folger Road, 
a task that has been waiting for several years. The 
selectmen estimate that the completion of this road at 
the present rate of appropriation should take about 
six years. In order to progress the work, the selectmen 
have spent the $2,000 which the state will return in 
1966. Under state aid for roads, we were able also to 
rebuild Route 32 at the site of McLain’s Hill, a treach- 
erous danger spot in the town’s main highway for many 
years past. 


The Selectmen are happy to have hot-topped the 
Bremen school yard for less than $2,000 or about $700 
less than the estimate proposed in the 1964-65 town 
report. 


Looking to the future of town roads, the selectmen 
respectfully propose that the town voters act favorably 
on proposals to rebuild an important portion of the 
Turner Road this year. This is an important road and 
the fact that it is impassable many months of the year 
does not reflect favorably on the town. We recommend 
that a long range plan to rebuild this entire road be 
acted upon by the citizens. 


Another proposal urged by your selectmen deals 
with the preservation of the important town landing 
and parking lot adjoining the seashore at the end of 
Storer Road in Broad Cove. High tides and heavy seas 
have been washing the landing and parking lot away 
for several years. The rock for walling is available on 
the. beach and should be pushed into a retaining wall 
which could be covered with fill.

Report of the Supt. of Schools 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 


Submitted herewith is my second annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 


The per pupil cost of educating youngsters at the 
elementary school for the year ending June of 1965 
was $359.11 as compared with the state average of 
$282.45. 


The reason for the cost of educating Bremen pupils 
being higher than in most communities is because of 
the small number of children to be educated. The fact 
that Bremen makes a greater effort than many towns, 
qualifies the town for a bonus in state subsidy. 


During the year, the roof of the school was re- 
paired, the school was cleaned from top to bottom, the 
remainder of the outside was painted, and the play- 
ground was graded and seeded in hopes of having an 
adequate ball diamond. 


Once again, the School Committee is requesting 
less money to operate the school. This can be accom- 
plished by making a saving on the cost of transportation 
and an increase in state subsidy. 


One problem which practically all towns in Maine 
are now trying to resolve is that of consolidating schools. 
Bremen will have to make a decision soon as to which 
group of towns it wishes to join. The town will be 
voting on this issue since it is an issue that can not be 
avoided. Information regarding School Administrative 
Districts will be distributed so that you will have an 
opportunity to reach some decision. 
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I wish to thank the School Committee, school per- 
sonnel and the citizens of Bremen for their cooperation 
during my second year as your Superintendent of 
Schools. 


The usual financial and statistical data follows 
this part of the report.

February 1, 1964 to January 31, 1965 


An audit has been completed of the financial re- 
cords of the Town of Bremen for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1965. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net un- 
expended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$1,594.80, per the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $3,599.38 
Overdrafts 2,004.58 
Net Unexpended Balance $1,594.80 


The overlay, supplemental taxes and unexpended 
balances in the welfare accounts were the major factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The larger 
overdrafts occurred in the tax abatement and highway 
accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ........ The general cash balance of $2,748.73 
was on deposit in the First National Bank, Damariscotta, 
Maine at January 31, 1965. 


Taxes receivable totaling $5,862.35 consisted of cur- 
rent year accounts of $4,588.41 and the remaining bal- 
ance of $1,273.94 was due on assessments dating from 
1958. Tax liens, tax deeds, and tax acquired property 
amounted to $1,017.76, $28.31 and $551.57 respectively. 


ae ec 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended. 
balance of $2,483.40 representing various operating ac- 
count balances and an overdraft which are carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements and/or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $7,712.85, 
a decrease of $1,027.42 for the year. This change was oc- 
casioned principally by the authorized transfer of $2,800 
for the revaluation program less the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed. 


DEBT EUNDS.. The debt fund, incorporated in 
the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstand- 
ing school construction notes of $8,897.51, which are to 
be retired from future revenue. 


CRUSE BUNDS. S25 The trust fund principals tot- 
aled $5,137.62 and unexpended income amounted to $1, 
079.16 at the year end. These funds are invested in local 
banks and U. S. Treasury Bonds. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS....... The depart- 
mental accounts showed a decrease of $984.34 in funds 
raised by taxation as compared with the preceding year. 

The departmental balance carried forward to the 
ensuing year increased by $2,765.90, as compared with 
the balance at the start of the year. The change occur- 
red principally in the highway and education accounts. 


GENERAL ..... The use of excise tax revenue for 
the reduction of debt was authorized by the towns peop- 
le. 
The revaluation program expenditures in the cur- 
rent year were financed by the previously established 
reserve fund for the purpose and current appropriat- 
ions. The voters also authorized the issuance of notes 
not exceeding $6,200.00 for the project, however, the 
loan negotiations were completed subsequent to the 
year end. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS...... The previous year re- 
commendations pertained to valuation records, original 
invoices, and tax lien waivers were favorably consid- 
ered; however, the following recommendations are wor- 
thy of consideration: 


The tax collector should collect interest on all de- 
linquent tax payments as voted by the towns people. 


Excise tax collections on auotmotive vehicles should 
be made per statutory requirements. 


The unpaid tax accounts should be reviewed to det- 
ermine their collectibility. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal contro] was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of fin- 
ancial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
bank statements furnished by the depository or by dir- 
ect bank confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded as- 
sets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a sel- 
ected period. Appropriations for current operations were 
determined by examining the records of the town clerk. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were checked with the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Debt, trust and special fund trans- 
actions were reviewed. Surety bond coverage was ex- 
amined.

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shali | 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 4 
posting notification in some public place in Town, or | 
shall notify them in such other ways as the Town at 
its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors 
or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemptions should file 
application and documentary proof of entitlement on 
or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpey- 
ers file with the assessors the list referred to above as 
a revaluation of all taxable property is now in process. 
If the taxpayer does not file the requested list, he loses 
his right to any appeal from the assessed values based 
on the revaluation figures.

Treasurer of Bremen 
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Selectmen's Comments 


February 16, 1967 
To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The Selectmen feel that much progress was made 
this year in Town business including the settling of 
matters left over from the previous year. Notably, an 
agreement was reached with the Audubon Society who 
paid their back taxes and the 1966 taxes exclusive of 
an abatement and interest. The total paid the town was 
an estimated $6,200. This settlement saved the town 
about $500 legal fees and the action was on the advice 
of Mr. Veague. According to the agreement, the abate- 
ment on the Audubon tax assessment was only for the 
1966 tax and the original revaluation assessment is to 
be returned this year. 


One unit of State Aid Roads has been set aside to 
fix the overhanging ledge on the northeast side of the 
Dudley Cotton property as soon as the Lailer estate has 
been probated. 


The Turner Road has been tarred as far as the Earl 
Gross property. The town landing parking lot at the 
end of Storer Road in Broad Cove was expanded with 
the deposit and leveling of 300 yards of gravel. More 
tarring was done on the Frank Collamore Road at Me- 
domak. The Selectmen recommend that first consider- 
ation be given to the improvement of the Biscay Road 
this year. 


In accordance with a verbal agreement with Nelson 
Webber, an attempt was made to remedy a poor road 
situation at Webber Hill in Muscongus. Some progress 
was made before it became evident that the verbal a- 
greement was not specific enough. A short section of the 
road was widened but not completely and several loads 
of rock fill were removed to the Webber Marina. 
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Many improvements were made to the Shore Road, 
more specifically to the Snug Harbor end. It is hoped 
that much more work will be planned for the remainder 
of the Shore Road. 


The records will show that the snow removal fund 
only has a remainder of $1,000. In reality, this is $1,600. 
The difference occurs because a $600 payment was made 
before the books were closed and it should have been 
made after the books were closed. This means that the 
$600 amount will revert to surplus after the appropria- 
tion is made for this year. 


There is a serious road condition on Route 32 be- 
tween the Dykeman and Blaney properties which is a 
serious threat to safe driving. It is recommended that 
this condition be improved as several breakdowns and 
near fatal accidents have occurred on this site. This is a 
main artery of the town and the selectmen solicit the 
view of the townspeople on this matter at this 1967 
meeting. 


Plans are now underway to repair the Cheney 
Bridge on Heath Road. The condition of this bridge is 
unsafe and extensive repairs are needed at once. The 
bridge is needed by those already living on the road but 
also a preparation to serve those new homes which are 
planned for construction this year. 


Your selectmen urge all citizens to attend the town 
meeting this year and discuss the many town problems 
on Saturday, March 18 at 7:30 p.m.

TOWN OF BREMEN 
February 1, 1966 to January 31, 1967 


An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords of the Town of Bremen for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1967. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$2,863.17, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $5,244.64 
Overdrafts 2,381.47 
Net Unexpended Balance $2,863.17 


The overlay was the major factor contributing to 
the amount lapsed to surplus. The larger overdrafts 
occurred in highway accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . The general cash balance of $12,- 
765.47 was on deposit in the First National Bank, Dam- 
ariscotta, Maine at January 31, 1967. 


Taxes receivable totaling $4,236.33 consisted of 
current year accounts of $2,793.85 and the remaining 
balance of $1,442.48 was due on assessments dating 
from 1958. Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired prop- 
erty amounted to $839.52, $28.31 and $223.59 respec- 
tively. 
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LIABILITIES. RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... 
The departmental accounts showed an unexpended 
balance of $6,545.33 representing various operating 
account balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with legal requirements and/or custom- 
ary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $10,- 
736.77, an increase of $2,651.39 for the year. This 
change was occasioned principally by the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed. 


DPD FUND: Se The debt fund, incorporated in 
the balance sheet as a separate fund reflects outstand- 
ing notes totaling $7,363.01 which are to be retired 
from future revenue. 


TRUST FUNDS .... The trust fund principals 
totaled $5,137.62 and unexpended income amounted to 
$1,332.22 at the year end. These funds are invested in 
local banks and U. S. Treasury Bonds. 


GENERAL .... The use of excise tax revenue for 
the reduction of the school construction debt was auth- 
orized by the townspeople. 

The amount of overlay as computed appeared to 
exceed the limitation set by statute. 

RECOMMENDATIONS ... . The following rec- 
ommendations are worthy of attention: 

Supplemental taxes should be committed to 

the tax collector by the assessors as required 

by statute. 

The unpaid tax accounts should be reviewed to 

determine their collectibility. 

Waivers should be obtained for partial pay- 

ments on tax liens to protect the town’s fore- 

closure rights. 

The selectmen should maintain a complete 


general ledger as a part of the municipal ac- 
counting system. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recorded cash 
transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
bank statements furnished by the depository or by 
direct bank confirmation. The correctness of other re- 
corded assets and liabilities was verified on a test basis. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were checked with the Superintendent of 
Schools. Debt and trust fund transactions were re- 
viewed. Surety bond coverage was examined.

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee, Parents and 


Citizens of Bremen: 


On September 1, 1966, the State Department of 
Education directed that the Town of Bremen be re- 
moved from Union 73 and made a part of School Union 
74. This was in compliance with the petition of the di- 
rectors of SAD 40 and as provided by the statutes. Ac- 
cordingly, | became superintendent of Bremen schools 
on that date with all administrative activities trans- 
ferred to the Union 74 office in Damariscotta. This first 
annual report will include a brief review of the Grade 
School staff and facilities and the proposed school bud- 
get. 


The opening of school in September found two new 
teachers in Grade School classrooms, Mrs. Evelyn Sim- 
mons and Mr. David Monaghan. These teachers together 
with Mrs. Geele and Mrs. Miller (the assistant teacher 
paid for by a Title I federal grant) constitute a hard 
working faculty of conscientious instructors. 


The proposed budget for the coming year repre- 
sents a modest increase in anticipated costs. Reasonable 
salary increases for teachers are included and represent 
an attempt by the school committee to maintain the 
present faculty. Administrative costs reflect the change 
in school unions. Major budget increases include items 
under Maintenance of Plant, Account 700, and Out- 
going Transfers (tuition). Under Maintenance of Plant 
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$1,700 has been allocated to paint classroom interiors 
and the basement as well as to install acoustical ceiling 
material and construct a small portable stage. Also the 
sum of $500 has been included for the purchase of a 
new movable piano to be used within the school. Tuition 
payments show an increase of $1,400 over last year, the 
result of more students attending high schools and at 
higher tuition rates. While the total budget represents 
an increase of approximately $4,600 over the previous 
year, the application of the present school balance re- 
sults in a recommended appropriation of only $274 more 
than the amount raised one year ago. 


I want to thank the members of the school commit- 
tee, the teachers and bus driver for their cooperation 
and devotion to education during the past year.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF BREMEN 
February 1, 1965 to January 31, 1966 

An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords of the Town of Bremen for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1966. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net 
unexpended cepartmental balance lapsed amounted to 
$2,562.88, per the following summary: 

Departmental! Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $3,095.45 
Overdrafts 902.07 
Net Unexpendced Balance $2,562.88 


The overlay and unexpended balances in highway 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompany- 
ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 

ASSETS .... The general cash balance of $735.43 
was on deposit in the First National Bank, Damaris- 
cotta, Maine at January 31, 1966. 

Accounts receivable of $2,134.79 represents prin- 
cipally a reimbursement from the State of Maine for 
town road improvement expenditures. 

Taxes receivable totaling $6,007.09 consisted of 
current year accounts of $4,482.21 and the remaining 
balance of $1,524.88 was due on assessments dating 
from 1958. Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired prop- 
erty amounted to $3,591.53, $28.31 and $223.59 res- 
pectively. 

LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... 
The departmental accounts showed a net unexpended 
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balance of $4,051.04 representing various operating 
account balances and overdrafts which are carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirement and/or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,085.38, 
an increase of $372.53 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed less a voter authorized transfer 
to finance hot topping the Bremen schoolyard. 

DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in 
the balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding 
school construction, transportation and revaluation 
notes totaling $15,051.02 which are to be retired from 
future revenue. 

TRUST FUNDS ..... The trust fund principals 
totaled $5,137.62 and unexpended income amounted to 
$1,181.23 at the year end. These funds are invested in 
local banks and U. S. Treasury Bonds. 

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The depari- 
mental accounts showed a decrease of $1,306.53 in funds 
raised by taxation as compared with the preceding year. 
Smaller appropriations for most categories except in- 
debtedness were the principal factors responsible for 
the decrease. 

The departmental balance carried forward to the 
ensuing year increased by $1,567.64, as compared with 
the balance at the start of the year. The change occurred 
principally in the revaluation program, education and 
highway accounts. 

GENERAL .... The use of excise tax revenue for 
the reduction of the school construction debt was auth- 
orized by the townspeople. The voters also authorized 
issuance of notes of $5,000.00 to finance the pur- 
chase of a school bus. A note of $6,200.00 was issued 
in the current year for the revaluation program for 
which authority had been granted during the previous 
year. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS ... . The previous year 
recommendations pertaining to interest on taxes and 
excise tax charges were favorably considered; however, 
the following recommendations are worthy of consider- 
ation: 

The unpaid tax account should be reviewed to 

determine their collectibility. 

Waivers should be obtained for partial pay- 

ments on tax liens to protect the town’s fore- 

closure rights. 

The Selectmen should maintain a complete 

general ledger as a part of the municipal ac- 

counting system. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as 
vertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recorded cash 
transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
bank statements furnished by the depository or by di- 
rect bank confirmation. Verifications were utilized, on 
a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Appropriations for current operations 


were determined by examining the records of the town 
clerk. 


Excise tax collections were checked with copies of 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account 
balances were checked with the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Debt and trust fund transactions 
were reviewed. Surety bond coverage was examined.

Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
posting notification in some public place in Town, or 
shall notify them in such other ways as the Town at 
its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors 
or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file 
application and documentary proof of entitlement on 
or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers 
file with the assessors the list referred to above. If the 
taxpayer does not file the requested list, he loses his 
right to any appeal from assessed values. A tearout 
page is included in the back of this report for your 
convenience in filing this list with the Assessors.

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Selectmen's Report 
To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The year 1967 was relatively uneventful in Town 
affairs, and progress can be recorded in several areas. 


The Fogler Road project, which has been under 
improvement for some time was further progressed by 
the rebuilding of about .85 mile of regraded and gravel 
surfaced roadway. The overdraft noted in the Select- 
men’s Report for this project will be reimbursed in 
large part by the State apportionment to the Town 
Road Improvement fund, which will be paid to the 
Town about July 1st. About .35 mile of this road remain 
to be improved. No further work is contemplated for 
the 1968 fiscal year. 


The Cheney Bridge on Heath Road has been com- 
pletely rebuilt, with all-steel deck and supporting struc- 
ture. The State Highway Department advised in regard 
to the structural design, and rate the rebuilt structure 
for 15 ton capacity. 


Several smaller projects such as the protection of 
the Biscay Pond Town Spring, repainting and in some 
cases adding new road signs, and restacking the col- 
lapsed section of the Hillside Cemetery wall have also 
been completed. 


We have reviewed and replaced with professional 
appraisel a contested assessment, abating the overtax- 
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ation for the 1966 tax year. The Town real estate assess- 
ments are now completely based upon professional 
appraisal, with the exception of one case of obvious 
error which was corrected for 1967 by the Selectmen. 


Several meetings were held regarding organization 
of a Volunteer Fire Department, and while little is 
evidently possible to approach the New England Fire 
Insurance Rating Association requirements to qualify 
as a “ready” organization, a close review of existing 
equipment did result. The conclusion is drawn that the 
present fire fighting equipment is adequate for the 
present, but that a future expenditure for building and 
equipment can be foreseen. For this reason we recom- 
mend that the remaining Excise Tax fund from 1967 
and the future receipts be placed in an interest bearing 
account for this purpose. 


All citizens are urged to attend Town Meeting on 
saturday, March 16th, at 7:30 p.m., to contribute to 
the discussion of Town affairs.

Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee, Parents and Citizens of Bre- 
men: 


Of prime concern to the voters of Bremen, I am 
sure, is the increased cost of maintaining schools. This 
increased cost results from 4 factors: 

1. Increased tuition costs 

2. Decreased state subsidy 

3. Increased professional salaries 

4. Continued maintenance of the building. 


None of the above are completely under the con- 
trol of the town. Tuition costs are determined by the 
receiving schools in accordance with the statutes. The 
decrease in state subsidy results from an amended sub- 
sidy formula initiated by the 103rd iegislature which 
affects Bremen for the first time this year. 


Increased teacher salaries are necessitated both by a 
revised state minimum salary law with which the town 
must comply as well as the natural law of supply and 
demand and the salaries being paid teachers in sur- 
rounding towns. 


Continued maintenance of the building, including 
painting of the exterior, and interior improvements are 
required if the town’s investment is to be insured and 
the building’s usability and utility increased. 


Instructional supplies, pupil conveyance, building 
operation and health services are substantially the same 
as last year. 


Your continued support of the school program and 
personnel is appreciated.

Treasurer of Bremen 
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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The activities of the Town Officers in 1968 were 
largely devoted to the maintenance of essential Town 
services. No major projects were planned, and the 
difficulty of providing acceptable maintenance within 
the budget limits of expense became apparent. 


Particularly, this comment applies to Town Roads, 
and to Snow Removal expense. Normal maintenance 
and repairs were not adequately carried out in spite of 
overdrafts incurred in the road accounts. The cost of 
extra salt and sand needed above the quantity covered 
in the Snow Removal and Sanding contract exceeded 
the budgeted contract expense by several hundred dol- 
lars. The proposed budgets for road accounts in 1969 
have been increased only after intensive discussion 
with the Budget Committee, and general agreement 
that increased funds are necessary. 


The Town Dock at Medomak was improved by re- 
building the gangway and the larger of the two floats. 
The smaller float was not repaired or launched, but due 
to the mooring of many land-side boats at the float, it 
will be desirable to place it in service again so that 
space will be open at the large float for transient traffic 
from the islands. 


A special Town Meeting was held in October after 
a number of meetings between the Boards of Selectmen 
and the School Committees of Bremen, Damariscotta, 
and Newcastle, and the Superintendent of Schools, rel- 
ative to the formation of a School Administrative Dis- 
trict composed of the three Towns. The proposal was 
unanimously rejected by the three Towns at concurrent 
Town Meetings. Legislation is now in progress at the 
State level to force District formation on all unaffiliated 
towns, by 1971. 
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The elimination of a traffic hazard on Keene Neck 
Road was undertaken by the State in the Fall, but is in- 
complete due to unfavorable weather conditions. Com- 
pletion is expected in the Spring of 1969. 


The year 1968 saw the Town entirely free of debt, 
with the final payment made on the Revaluation Note. 


Possibly most important for 1969 and future years 
is the opportunity which exists for the people of the 
Town to preserve the totally rural nature which the 
Town still possesses, and which is its most unique and 
attractive feature. Land sub-division within the Town 
is increasing and will doubtless continue a trend merit- 
ing serious consideration in the interest of maintaining 
future property values. 


All citizens are urged to attend Town Meeting on 
saturday, March 22nd to contribute to the discussion of 
Town affairs.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


The 1969-70 school budget as recommended by the 
school committee shows a considerable increase over 
last year’s budget. Four categories within the budget 
substantiate a large percentage of the increase; instruc- 
tional salaries, transportation, special education tuition 
and decrease in state subsidy. 


The Town of Bremen continues to receive monies 
under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act. In order to keep the town’s cost to a minimum 
for a good remedial program, the school committees of 
Damariscotta, Newcastle and Bremen have engaged in 
a cooperative project. Each town thus receives the 
services of two remedial teachers on the average of 2% 
days per week. Their efforts are directed toward those 
students with histories of learning difficulties. 


Two areas of major concern to education are pres- 
ently being studied and evaluated. A report and recom- 
mendation will soon be forthcoming. One: a curriculum 
study which hopefully will be a curriculum syllabus 
for use in further evaluations of the total school pro- 
gram. Two: in conjunction with testing and measure- 
ment publishers, some members of the staffs within 
Union #74 are involved in establishing an aptitude 
and achievement testing program. The latter study is 
supported by Title I monies and will include some in- 
service experience for our classroom teachers. 


In an attempt to meet new State statute require- 
ments related to the educational needs of the handi- 
capped or exceptional child, monies for a Union #74 
program for this purpose are included within the bud- 
get. It would be economically unfeasible for each of 
our towns in School Union #74 to attempt its own in- 
dividual program because of the continued small num- 
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ber of qualified pupils in each town. The school com- 
mittees of the six towns within Union #74 generally 
agree that such a project would be more efficient and 
effective if operated as a six-town project. One town 
in the school union would assume responsibility for 
operating an exceptional child program whereby the 
other five towns would pay for their students in the 
program. Such an arrangement qualifies the sending 
towns for State reimbursement of tuition and the re- 
ceiving town(town operating the special classes) for 
special consideration through State subsidy. At present 
it is not clear whether towns can expect to receive spec- 
ial State subsidy monies in 1969 for this program. Pro- 
motion of several ideas exists at the State level but our 
budgets, of course, could not and do not reflect such 
anticipated receipts. 


The federal program, Operation Lighthouse, support- 
ed by Title IlI funds, will be phased out at the end of 
the present school year. Whenever Title [III programs 
are granted an assumption is made that such programs 
will eventually be run and funded by local monies. 
The exceptional child program mentioned above will 
be unable to include all of the Lighthouse project func- 
tions. However, psychological testing and speech ther- 
apy will probably still be available to us from the Com- 
munication Treatment Center in Bath.

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Report of Principal of 
Bremen Grade School 


The importance of the school program is recog- 
nized by a local group known as The Civic Club, to 
whom the school is indebted for the donation of a heavy 
duty climbing maze for the playground. These same 
citizens have also authorized an expenditure for ath- 
letic equipment and are presently raising funds for a 
school tape recorder. 


A few physical changes evident this year are a 
school sign opposite the new town bulletin board, a 
new and larger nylon flag, new washroom mirrors, file 
cabinets and replacement of a number of tattered win- 
dow shades. A top to bottom washing, scrubbing and 
polishing of all floors as well as a washing of walls and 
ceilings in the school was quite apparent. 


The supplemental staff has been increased to provide 
a total of two days a week of corrective reading work, 
while the period of art instruction was doubled. 


This year has also seen the addition of a full-time 
building custodian and bus driver with resulting im- 
provement in plant maintenance and bus courtesy. At 
the same time the school lost its full-time assistant 
teacher’ due to a reduction in federal funds. 


A much needed curriculum review was initiated 
and revealed needed changes. The complete new read- 
ing program from pre-primer through 8th grade plan- 
ned for next year is the first step toward correcting 
this situation. 


This year has been one of change for Bremen Grade 
School. A new image has been sought and the year has 
gone well. Much emphasis has been placed on making 
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up lost ground. A dramatic drop in the absence rate 
and a significant increase in over all grades indicate an 
awakening in the students’ interest in education and 
awareness of their own abilities. A continued emphasis 
on the advantages of a small school (50 pupils enrolled), 
instead of looking for disadvantages, will ensure con- 
tinued progress.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Bremen in the Year 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff 
of the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her 
report of nursing services given to individuals, families 
and community groups in Bremen during the year 
1968. Referrals for these services were received from 
individuals, families, physicians, school personnel, 
health committee members and various other sources. 
The types of health problems varied; the services pro- 
vided, therefore, varied in accordance to the need for 
them. They included nursing care of the sick and handi- 
capped patients, health supervision and, in some in- 
stances, consultation.

Infants and children not under the supervision of 
a family physician were invited to attend the child 
health conferences held in Waldoboro. Each child was 
given a physical examination and necessary immuni- 
zation by Dorothy Waterman, M.D. The nurse discussed 
the health of the child with the parents. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel, 
regarding individual students. She coordinated the fol- 
lowing activities: physical examinations of pupils in 
grades two, five and eight and the Head Start Program; 
tuberculin skin testing of pupils in the Head Start 
Program and grades one and seven; and immunization 
clinics. Mary Tracy, M.D., gave the tuberculin skin tests, 
physical examinations and necessary immunizations in 
the Head Start Program.

To the Citizens of Bremen: 


The Bremen Library Association is indebted to the 
Town of Bremen for past contributions which have 
made it possible to operate for the benefit of Bremen 
Grade School students and residents of the area. We 
hope that we will again receive this much needed assis- 
tance. 


Last year money received was used entirely for 
the purchase of books. We spent $518.72 for new books 
— of this amount $300.00 was contributed by the Town, 
$30.00 by the State of Maine, $68.10 came from the 
Patriotic Club, and the Muscongus Community Club 
gave $50.00. 


A lecture, and the sale of a donated hooked rug 
provided additional funds. There were individual con- 
tributions of books, file cabinets, a lighted globe, much 
needed entrance steps, two large table stands of shelves, 
framed prints which are on display in the Library on a 
rotating basis, and many hours of help from individ- 
uals. We were open on one night a week during the 
summer, in addition to regular Library hours.

To the Citizens of Bremen 


The Town House will be 100 years old in 1974. It 
is a landmark we feel should be preserved for the people 
of Bremen. 


As the Town House was not for sale, it was leased 
for 10 years by The Patriotic Club of Bremen in 1960. 
We would like to continue our lease, restoring and 
maintaining this civic and social center for the town. 


The Club, over the years, has spent approximately 
$6,679.02 on the building, all financed by projects such 
as fairs, food sales, suppers, etc. This expenditure is in 
addition to the installation of the cemetery receiving 
tomb, the Soldiers’ Monument, and contributions to the 
Bremen Library, the Bremen Grade School, the Bre- 
men Church, Miies Memorial Hospital, The Lincoln 
Home, the Red Cross Swim Program, and to. individ- 
uals —- an approximate total of $5,299.36. 


Our Creed reads in part: ‘““‘The purpose of the Club 
shall be to promote civic, educational, moral and social 
measures and to make improvements within the town”’. 
Following that Creed, the Town House, as long as we 
hold the lease, will be available without charge to res- 
ponsible residents and organizations of the town. 


For example, the Town House has been used for 
Wedding Receptions, Civic Club Meetings, health clin- 
ics, food sales, rummage sales, a Stanley Party, Hal- 
loween Party, Bible Classes, Bible Sunday School, Re- 
publican and Democratic meetings, the Lincoln Union 
of Women’s Clubs, the Muscongus Community Club, 
as well as the regular activities of the Patriotic Club. 
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Two builders were asked to estimate the cost of 
structural repairs needed to save the Town House and 
put it in good condition. 


The most critical roof has just been replaced and 
one chimney is to be repaired. The sills on the north 
side have dry rot and must be replaced, a new roof is 
needed on the ell, rusty water pipes must be replaced, 
new permanent and safe steps at the south entrance, 
a ceiling for the downstairs hall, screens for the win- 
dows, making an estimated total of $1,481.00. 


Our plan of restoration is intended to extend over 
a period of 6 years, concluding in 1974 — the 100th an- 
niversary of the Town House. Several of these major 
repairs are needed now, a substantial drain on the 
Club’s resources, and we are appealing to the town for 
help. 


We are proud of our Town House. Can’t we all 
pull together to keep this historic landmark? 


Your consideration will be appreciated.

Town Meeting to Be Held at the Bremen Grade School 


The Lincoln County Publishing Co., Damariscotta 
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“Some time not long after the year 1730, there came a man 
from Plymouth Colony whose name was William Hilton, and 
commenced a settlement at Broad Cove, Bremen. He left his family 
behind, and as an heir of Wm. Stetson, of the preceding century, 
he built his house on what was known as the ‘Eight mile tract’, 
and commenced a ‘clearing’. His house stood upon the bank about 
100 rods Northeast of the South line of the tract — a short distance 
from the smelt brook — and immediately West of the creek that 
forms the outlet of the brook which runs down from the highway 
near McLean’s residence.......... After he had made a clearing, and 
provided suitable accommodations, he went back to Plymouth to 
bring his family. 


tae ee Here he attempted to live, but at last was driven off by 
savages. He however returned, and resided here and improved 
his estate together with his children, till the French and Indian 
War, when he and his family were obliged to flee to the Garrison 
at Muscongus. He still carried on his farm at Broad Cove and used 
to go from one place to the other, every night and morning, the dis- 
tance being about eight miles”. He commuted by boat and carried 
two dogs with him who would warn him of concealed Indians by 
their barking. 


In May 1757, Hilton, with sons William, John, and Richard 
went to Broad Cove to plant potatoes and smoke alewives. The 
dogs were not with them due to limited space in the boat. Indians 
fired upon the party when they landed at their property. Son 
William was killed and Richard was wounded. Hilton with sons 
John and Richard, escaped to Muscongus. They#« were forced to 

leave the body of William where he fell. “The people of Waldoboro, 
Dutch Neck, heard the firing, and started a company of twenty- 
five for the scene of disaster; but long before they arrived there 
the difficulty was all over. They found ‘poor William’ dead on the 
flats; and taking him up they buried him on the bank ........ not more 
than two rods from the house.” Years later, the bones of William 
were taken up and reinterred in the coffin with his deceased broth- 
er Richard.

Notice To Taxpayers 
IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following require- 
ments and comply with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by 
_ posting notification in some public place in Town, or 
shall notify them in such other ways as the Town at 
its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors 
or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file 
application and documentary proof of entitlement on 
or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers 
file with the assessors the list referred to above. If the 
taxpayer does not file the requested list, he loses his 
right to any appeal from assessed values. A tearout 
page is included in the back of this report for your 
convenience in filing this list with the Assessors.

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Selectmen’s Report 


‘Your selectmen in addition to the maintenance of 
Town services have worked for improvement in 
property protection namely Fire and Police. 


The Fire Department under the leadership of a 
new chief has built an active volunteer group that is 
growing in its ability to give better fire protection to 
the town. A step in the right direction, let’s give them 
encouragement and support. 


The need of police protection beyond what we can 
expect from the Sheriff and State Police is obvious. 
Your selectmen have been pressured to do something 
about police in the town. We have initiated some action 
in appointing a Chief and Lieutenant with a plan to 
train an auxiliary force. We are mindful of the limita- 
tions of expense. It’s too early to draw any conclusions 
but any success will largely depend on the support and 
cooperation of the townspeople. 


Vandalism and house breaks have reached giant 
proportions and must be coped with. Insurance settle- 
ments are only of some help when one has been struck. 


Then, too, insurance rates are calculated on exper- 
ience so every property owner is faced not only with 
high costs today but with prospects of even higher 
rates. While vandalism is a national disease we seemly 
have had more than our share which involves public 
safety and has an effect on property values. 


It seems to us more important than ever to pass 
an article establishing a basic building permit so that 
the property owners can be assured that the tax base 
will include all new construction and mobile homes. The 
assessors can not necessarily observe everything that 
is going on and people do not always notify us of chan- 
ges since the last April 1st assessment. 
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Mobile Homes are allowed in the State of Maine 
and no town can rule them out. Since they are growing 
in popularity most towns and cities have passed ordi- 
nances controling their placement either by saying 
they must be on a separate lot or in a park. If in a park, 
the same to conform to an ordinance which should 
spell out the responsibilities of the owner. 


The cost of snow removal has increased including 
cost of salt and sand. This necessary service must be 
performed and ways and means to keep the cost down 
must be employed. For example a study should be made 
to see if a three-year contract could average our costs 
down. To enter into such an arrangement it would nec- 
essitate a vote to empower the selectmen to so act if in 
their judgment the town would gain any advantage. 


The Keene Neck Road project has been completed 
as has been the Fogler Road with the exception of tar- 
ring which was not done due to the late date of the base 
work. 


On State Aid Roads we are suggesting 4 units. Now 
the State is offering a bonus of 40% to encourage towns 
to make faster progress on reconstruction. Substantial 
work on Route 32 and Biscay roads are needed. 


We the voters are faced with a decision regarding 
our schools, with the rising costs of education we should 
carefully consider the aliernates whereby savings can 
be made and still utilize our school building including 
the use of the town office and the basement for voting 
and meetings. 

We welcome suggestions that will tend toward im- 
provements in our town. Drop in on our meetings every 
other Wednesday evening.

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Report Of Superintendent 
Of Schools 


The first phase of the curriculum study in Union 
74 towns has been completed and evaluation of the 
material is proving to be most beneficial. The initial 
study outlined the objectives and content used in the 
present elementary curriculum. The second phase in- 
tends to determine a desired curriculum syllabus for 
each subject area to be used by Union 74 teachers. Such 
a syllabus hopefully will include content as we'll as de- 
sired skills and behavorial changes. The first areas to 
receive attention will be mathematics and reading. 


A complete testing program of mental abilities and 
achievement has been initiated. The statistical analysis 
of the results has proven to great advantage not only 
to the individual child but also to the teachers and the 
curriculum study. The achievement computation relates 
local, school union, and national norms for all subject 
areas which in turn are further broken down for spec- 
ific skills. Item analyses are also available on an indi- 
vidual, local or school union basis. Profile charts and 
conferences on the results may be obtained by calling 
the school principal. 


At a meeting called for all of Union 74 school com- 
mittees and Lincoln Academy trustees on January 13, 
1970, it was recommended that a panel consisting of 
one member of each Union 74 school committee and 
the executive committee of the Lincoln Academy Board 
of Trustees be formed to study the school situation, 
grades K-12, in our area. Such a committee met on 
January 27, 1970 for the purpose of organizing and de- 
lineating its purpose. Continued meetings will be held 
in the future and press releases will be forthcoming 
from time to time. 
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The special education center at the Longfellow 
School in Bristol Mills in its first year of operation has 
been highly beneficial to those students in attendance. 
The program presently includes one class of 10 child- 
ren ages 7 to 12 and another class of 15 students on a 
part-time basis. Another section and teacher will be 
needed to accommodate those youngsters who will be 
too old for the present group next year as well as those 
who are not presently getting the required help. At 
present there are four students who qualify but cannot 
be entered in the existing class because of numbers. 
One additional section will allow all qualified students 
in Union 74 to be assisted. As recommended by the 
State Department of Education the first section will 
enroll children 6 through 10 years of age, and the sec- 
ond section, 11 through 15 years of age. Presently the 
rate of State reimbursement for monies expended by 
the Town of Bremen for Special Education is 17%. 


Our Union 74 application for Title I funds and the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 was 
approved for the 1969-70 school year. Each town re- 
ceived the maximum amount of monies allotted each 
town.

Using these Title I funds along with appropriated 
monies, the Towns of Newcastle, Damariscotta, Bremen 
and Nobleboro share the remedial services of one teach- 
er equally. In addition to this Nobleboro and Newcastle 
employ a teacher aide under the Title I program. Bris- 
tol employs the services of one assistant teacher for 
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remedial purposes and two teacher aides. South Bristol 
continues to support an assistant teacher for remedial 
work under the Title I grant. 


As has been pointed out at several meetings of 
parents in Union 74, the comparison of per pupil cost 
of our towns to that of the state average raises some 
interesting thoughts. The state average for 1968-69 
was $410.72/pupil. The per pupil cost in the same year 
for Bremen will approximate $602. The state average 
for 1969-70 is estimated at $470/pupil. It appears that 
Bremen’s per pupil cost for the same period will be 
approximately $570. 


The 6th, 7th and 8th grade students appear to have 
adjusted quite well to the junior high school program in 
Bristol. The tuition cost for this school year has been 
set at $350/student for those students attending Bris- 
tol. These students have the benefits of a science, math- 
ematics, language arts, reading, social study, and phys- 
ical education teacher. A full-time principal is available 
for student help or parent conferences along with mu- 
sic and extra-curricular activities being student elec- 
tives. A complete hot lunch program is available for 
30c/day. 


The school committee has had several discussions 
relative to sending the children in grades 1 through 5 
out on a tuition basis. Two areas of major concern bring 
forth such a consideration; one, the quality of educa- 
tion obtained under present arrangements as opposed 
to a single grade per classroom, and secondly, the cost 
of maintaining the existing program. The school com- 
mittee has been in the process of polling the citizens of 
Bremen for their questions and recommendations.

Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Bremen in the year 1969 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her re- 
port on nursing services given to individuals, families 
and community groups in Bremen during the year 1969. 
Service was given by your nurse as the need for direct 
public health nursing care, supervision and consultation 
were made known to her. Referrals were received from 
individuals, family physicians and school personnel. 
The type of health problems varied and the services 
rendered varied according to the need. They included 
direct nursing care of the sick and the handicapped 
patient, health supervision and consultation. The follow- 
ing table lists selected nursing activities and the total 
number of times such activities took place:

- Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry 
out the regime of care prescribed by their physician. 


Infants and pre-school age children not under the 
supervision of a private physician were invited to attend 
the child health conferences held in Waldoboro. Each 
child was given a physical examination and necessary 
immunizations by Dorothy Waterman, M. D. The public 
health nurse conferred with each parent. 


In the school health setting the nurse coordinated 
the following activities: Physical examinations of 
pupils in grades two, five and eight and immunization 
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clinics. The public health nurse did the tuberculosis skin 
testing in grades one and seven, and the vision and hear- 
ing screening in all grades. Mary J. Tracy, M. D., did 
the school physical examinations and administered 
immunizations. For the children who were found to 
have any physical problems during school physical ex- 
aminations or child health conferences, the public health 
nurse made home visits and aided the family to make 
suitable referrals. 


Your nurse assisted Mary J. Tracy, M.D., with the 
physical examinations, TB skin testing and any neces- 
sary immunizations in the Head Start Program.

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COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as 
pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Cash accounts were verified by recon- 
ciliation of bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined on a selec- 
tive basis. Letters of confirmation were used on a test 
basis, to verify the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

Revenue accuring to the municipality from various 
sources was examined and checked to pertinent records. 
Records of the town meeting as pertained to financial 
matters, were reviewed. Debt and trust fund trans- 
actions were checked. Surety bond coverage was de- 
termined. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net un- 
expended departmental balance of $3,958.71 was lapsed 
to unappropriated surplus, per the following summary:

Town Meeting to Be Held at the Bremen Grade School 


The Lincoln County Publishing Co., Damariscotta 


Bremen’s history is a long and colorful one of which its residents can 
feel proud. Many of the most active families in Lincoln County can trace 
their ancestry back to Bremen or its Long Island, home of the legendary 
sloop builders. 


The last one to have worked with the group who reached a peak 
production of 22 sloops on the island in 1900 was 84 year old Almond D. 
McLain. He died April 28, 1966. 


Never designated as the town’s oldest living citizen because he was 
always younger than either the late Willis Hilton or the late William 
Collamore, Almond, nevertheless, acquired an individual fame, quite all 
his own. He was Known to be a fine neighbor and a civic-minded citizen 
and one who delighted in keeping copious records on town doings, also 
one who loved to talk about his neighbors who had built the sloops. 

Almond served as a ballot clerk for 50 years. At the end of this term, 
he was presented an engraved pen and pencil set by Edwin Collamore, 
also a descendant of these sloop builders. Almond and Edwin shared a 
loyalty to the Democratic Party and both were members of its town 
committee at the time. 


In this respect, both their careers of service to the town indicate the 
broad-mindedness of its citizenry. The town is traditionally a Republican 
stronghold but its voters did not fail to recognize either man, both of 
whom have served on the board of selectmen. Almond was a selectman 
for ten years, 1933 through 1948. Edwin served five years on the board 
and held the post of first selectman in 1965 and 1966. Edwin also served 
as town constable for seven years and is currently a member of the 1970 
budget committee. 


Almond, who set the example, also served in many other capacities. 
Almond was the road commissioner on Bremen Long Island when it was 
populated on a year-round basis. He also was a fence viewer for many 
years and the town called upon his astute memory many times in settling 
boundary disputes or in assembling data relative to its town landings. 
Almond also served on the school committee. Old-timers love to recall 
that Almond once opposed to the bitter end, the appointment of a teacher 
who was known for her ardent support of prohibition. Almond was a 
man of moderation but he held that school teachers should be “broad- 
minded persons”. 


Almond was the last farm resident to live on Bremen Long Island. 
His cows were the last to go. But he held onto the McLain home which 
dates back to pre-Revolutionary times. He liked to tell how he had refused 
$4,000 for the acreage which has frontage on two shorelines. He didn’t 
like to see temporary summer residents re-sell land they had bought from 
his one time sloop-building neighbors for a “song”, especially when the 
resale involved vast profits. As a consequence, his daughters, Mrs. George 
Hahn and Mrs. Eda Hoak, both of Waldoboro retain possession. 


Almond was born on the Island on Feb. 24, 1882, a son of the late 
Robert and Mary E. Morse McLain. His mother was the oldest sister of 
Wilbur Morse, generally credited with transferring the sloop fame from 
Bremen to Friendship. Some of the neighbors with whom Almond built 
sloops include his father, Robert, and his brothers, Robert E., Eugene, 
and Alexander; George Washington Carter and his sons, George, Abdon, 
and Norris; George “Wat” Prior, William Prior, Charles Carter and Vin- 
cent Collamore. 


The latter would be a grandfather to Edwin Collamore who, with his 
brother, Eldon, are born steeped in the tradition of the island. Besides, 
the McLains and the Collamores, the town still has numerous residents 
including the Priors, the Cariers, and many others, who can trace their 


lineage back to the islanders of whose achievements the town always 
can be proud.

IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them. 


Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 


‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
- notification in some public place in Town, or shall notify 
them in such other ways as the Town at its Annual Meeting 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors or the 
County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes unless 
he offers such lists with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’ 


Veterans entitled to Tax exemption should file application 
and documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1. 


NOTE: It is particularly important that taxpayers file with 
the assessors the list referred to above. If the taxpayer does 
not file the requested list, he loses his right to any appeal 
from assessed values. A tearout page is included in the 
back of this report for your convenience in filing this list with 
the Assessors.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The Town Officers in 1970 were active largely in main- 
tenance of essential Town services. 


We are mindful of the inportance of our roads. Since we 
were unable to get tar this year, we are suggesting any carry 
over from this account be added to the new appropriation for 
tarring, retarring and repairing of Town ways so as to catch 
up a bit on what’s needed to be done. Many people feel that 
we might well get a better job of snow plowing and sanding if 
we hire by the hour which could mean a Savings one year and 
a loss another depending on the weather. This should be 
considered. 


The reconstruction of part of the Biscay Road is mostly 
complete and in so doing we have corrected a dangerous spot. 
To do so we have used the two units voted and anticipated this 
year’s two units so that State Aid Construction will be 
suggested when there are units to use. 


The new Conservation Commission has been active in 
assessing the problem relating to our well being. May we 
urge each study their sewerage disposal situation towards 
any improvements needed. We are told it is likely legislation 
at the State level will outlaw direct discharge into the sea 
where it now exists. 


You will note there is no tax listing this year as a con- 
sequence of the Town Meeting vote but will be included in the 
next 1971 report. 


The Fire Department has been working hard with regular 
meetings and training sessions so that their requests for 
further equipment upgrading would be well used to give us 
better Fire Protection. 
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The Police problem in our town is greater than can be 
handled by the Sheriff’s Department and State Police. Even 
though there is an upgrading coming along particularly in 


the Sheriff’s Department we have been advised we must help 
ourselves to some extent. Since the town did not see fit to 
supply any monies for Police Protection, the Bremen Police 
Association was formed to furnish some protection. Many 
showed interest in such a proposal and backed up the idea 
with money donations - some 46 in number. 


An article will come up regarding some survey work to 
clear up questions of roads and town landings which should 
~ be acted upon favorably. 


You are welcome to appear at our Selectmen’s meetings 
which are held every other Wednesday evening.

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Principal’s Report 


1971 


It has been a rewarding experience to work with the school 
board and our teachers and staff this year. Mrs. Sidney 
Simmons again taught the first and second grades, Mrs. 
William Babb the third, fourth, and fifth grades, and I taught 
the sixth, seventh and eight and carried out the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities. The Teacher’s Aide was Mrs. 
Jane Leavitt and Harley Burns was the custodian and bus 
driver. 


A total of fifty-three children were in the school and three 
attended the Longfellow School in Bristol Mills. 


Under the direction of the Bremen Civic Club, student 
textbooks were taped to aid those who have reading 
disabilities. The ‘‘talking book’’ program has been used to 
great advantage in many Schools. The Civic Club also 
donated headphones and a listening center to be used in the 
program. 


In February a school breakfast program was introduced. 
Finances came from the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the Office of Economic Opportunity. In- 
cluded was a half-pint of milk, a half cup of fruit juice and a 
dry cereal. The cost to the student was .07 per breakfast. 
Some students qualified for free meals. 


We have sought to carry out an important tradition, which 
is to give each child the best possible education. With ad- 
ditional equipment we should be able to carry on this fine 
tradition as well as to improve it in any manner possible.

The 1970-71 funds under Title I of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965 designated for Union no. 74 
towns were as follows:

These funds must provide supplemental educational 
assistance to those youngsters who are culturally deprived. 
Programs designated to supplant school programs or to 
instruct the general school population are not acceptable 
under Title I guidelines. 


The approved Union no. 74 application for the funds above 
is directed at the culturally deprived child but has side 
benefits for the total school population as well. The Union no. 
74 program is a 38 week inservice program to train teachers 
in the identification of the culturally deprived child as well as 
his or her learning or behavorial problem. Following iden- 
tification the teacher then begins an individual program for 
behavior modification. Such a program has great carry-over 
value in all teacher-pupil relationships. 


The educable mental retarded program in the special 
learning center at the Longfellow School in Bristol Mills now 
meets the guidelines established by the State Department of 
Education. That is, a teacher for the 6 to 10 year olds as well 
as a teacher for the 11 to 16 year olds. The basement of the 
Longfellow School has been remodeled to meet State 
requirements for such classrooms. Since no _ further 
remodeling is needed the per pupil cost will be slightly less 
than last year even though an additional teacher has been 
contracted. 
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The program has 19 students in the educable mental 
retarded class and 22 in the learning disabled section. State 
subsidy for the programs in now being realized for the first 
time. ‘ 


The 1970-71 school year has been a highly successful one 
due to the efforts of Mr. Heintz, Mrs. Babb and Mrs. Sim- 
mons. The problems have been minimal.and a student un- 
derstanding of school purpose has developed. 


The curriculm within the school has been upgraded and 
will continue to get full attention from the staff. The school 
committee has attempted to supplement the teaching 
process through teaching machine purchases. These 
machines can be programmed to allow students of various 
abilities to work on their own to improve particular skills or 
seek knowledge not yet presented. 


A savings was realized in the salaries of the operation and 
transportation accounts as well as a balance in the outgoing 
transfers. These balances plus a reduction in the needs of the 
outgoing transfers for the coming year allow a good decrease 
in monies for the upcoming budget.

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Volunteer Fire Department 


To the Board of Selectmen and Fellow Citizens: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you a report on the operations 
of your Fire Dept. for the year ending 1970. 


The Bremen Vol. Fire Dept. has been busy this year trying 
to make this Dept. a more effective fire fighting unit. Officers 
have been elected and members signed on. 


The fire truck this year has required much maintenance. 
At one fire this year we lost the brakes on the truck while 
returning from the scene with a new load of water hitting a 
parked car while trying to stop the truck. Slight damage was 
done to the truck and no damage to the car. Cars were parked 
on both sides of the road and we were lucky we didn’t hit any 
more cars before we could stop the truck. Reason for failure 
was.a break down in the master cylinder. It took over a week 
to obtain parts for the truck. Also the truck’s power take off 
wouldn’t stay engaged and some work had to be done on the 
transmission. This year too, we had to purchase two new 
tires for the truck as the old ones were not safe to keep on the 
truck. 


New equipment this is as follows: a new Pacific mk-3 
portable pump weighing 55 Ibs., which will give 150 lbs. at 62 
GPM. With the pump we purchased 3 lengths of suctionand a 
new fog nozzle which puts out a wide fog pattern for cooling 
down a fire fast with as little water as possible. We are real 
pleased with the pump’s performance. We were only to 
purchase one Scott Air Pak and spare tank due to increased 
costs in production. We were also able to purchase three new 
tanks to replace three tanks on the Indian pumps which 
rusted out. 


Under improvements to the fire house, we purchased a new 
hot air furnace from money made on the August supper. The 
new furnace replaces a pot burner which is no longer ap- 
proved by fire underwriters for use in dwellings. We were 


a able to purchase three fire hats, two coats, and a pike 
pole. 
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In order to improve the fire call system of reporting and 
alerting the firemen, we tried installing a phone in the fire 
house that would set the siren off by a phone call. Only the 


officers had the number, in order to try and prevent false 


alarms. Even with this precaution, in one week we had four 
false alarms and one real one. We then disconnected the 
phone and the false alarms stopped. 


The only direction we could go to improve the affectiveness 
of the fire call system was to install a red phone network, 
which consists of three phones on the same line. When the fire 
number 529-5550 is dialed, it rings the three phones. This 
assures that the person reporting a fire will be able to reach 
one of the three parties who will take the call and then start 
alerting the men and speed the equipment to the scene. The 
phone has proven its value in dispatching firemen to a fire. 
We had a grass fire this fall which would have burned a 
cottage down had not the firemen arrived when they did. 


The call was received at the three locations and we were 
able to alert the men and get the equipment to the scene 
faster than it could be done from one location. We had first 
tried to set up a call list of numbers to call, if the chief’s 
number couldn’t be reached. This raised problems with the 
local telephone operators. 


The money used to pay for this phone network has been 
coming out of the maintenance account and from money 
donated to the fire Dept. 


The Red Phone Network and increased insurance on our 
equipment is the reason we are asking for more money for 
the maintenance account. 


The fires this year have shown us the need for having up to 
date equipment and this is why we have been looking into a 
more up to-date piece of equipment for the town. 
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Activities during 1970 other than fire fighting were training 
classes, drills and a benefit supper. The State Forestry 
Service gave us a six lesson course on fire control, tools used 
and fire fighting techniques. A special thanks to all who made 
the August supper a real success, especially the women and 
lobstermen, who donated their time and lobsters. We made 
$545 on the supper including donations made to the Dept. also — 
for which we are thankful.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES IN BREMEN 
IN THE YEAR 1970 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, has participated in the 
planning and implementation of many community health 
programs. She has given direct nursing’ service 
to individuals, families and community groups in Bremen 
during the year 1970. Referrals for these services were 
received from families, school personnel, health committee 
members and various other sources. These services varied 
with the need and included health supervision and con- 
sultation. The following table lists selected nursing activities 
and the total number of times such activities took place:

Infants and pre-school age children not under the super- 
vision of a private physician were invited to attend the child 
health conferences held in Waldoboro. Each child was given 
a physical examination and necessary immunizations by 
Dorothy Waterman, M. D. The public health nurse conferred 
with each parent. 

In the school setting your public health nurse arranged for 
and assisted the school physician, Mary J. Tracy, M.D., with 
physical examinations and immunizations. Children in 
grades two, five and eight received physical examinations, 
and children in all grades received any necessary im- 
munizations. Written parental permission was required for 
these activities. Your nurse did the tuberculin testing of 
students in grades one and seven and grade twelve at Lincoln 
Academy. She trained volunteers to do the vision and hearing 
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screening tests on all children, and she retested all the 
children with a question of vision or hearing loss. She gave 
consultation to school personnel regarding individual 
students. Richard Waterman, M.D., did the tuberculin 
testing, physical examinations and necessary immunizations 
in the Head Start Program with the assistance of the public 
health nurse. 

The type of immunizations given by age group in these 
various programs is shown in the following table:

The cost of the 
treatment was much higher but it was deemed well worth it 
as there has been a slight improvement noted over the past 
few years. An appointment has already been made for next 
year. 

The Civic Club made donations to the “Dollars for 
Scholars,’’ the Bath - Brunswick Mental Health Ass’n., the 
American Red Cross and D A R A. We also made a donation 
to the Bremen Library Ass’n.for the purchase of children’s 
books. 

A poster contest on Air Pollution was sponsored at the 
Bremen Grade School in June and prizes were awarded to 
each grade level. The posters were later placed at the 
Bremen Fire Dept., Library and Post Office for the public to 
observe.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

The system of internal control was reviewed pertaining to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
The records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. The checking account 
balance was reconciled with the statements provided by the 
bank. Positive confirmation requests were sent on a test 
basis to determine the correctness of recorded taxes 
receivable. 

The Deferred Appropriation--State account contains an 
appropriation anticipated sometime after July 1, 1971 for 
State Aid Road Construction expenditures in the current 
year. This deferred account was confirmed by direct 
correspondence with the State Highway Commission. 

Accounts Reveivable contains amounts received February 
5, 1971 from the Treasurer of State for State Aid Road Con- 
struction and the Town Poor accounts for expenses incurred 
in the year ended January 31, 1971. 

Educational account balances were reconciled with the 
Superintendent of Schools. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled 
checks were examined for selected periods to determine that 
charges were made to the proper operating accounts. 

Trust Fund transactions were reviewed and investments 
verified with the corresponding banks. Surety bond coverage 
was examined. Records of the town meeting, as pertained to 
financial matters, were reviewed. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the town officers and we 
thank them for their co-operation.
